It is correct in that Examiner is suggesting Puri's encoder 510 to be implemented as the prior art encoder 1 10 that Puri discloses. 

However, in contrast to Applicants' assertion that Puri's encoder does not receive a coarse mesh, the Puri's encoder 1 10 does 
receive a coarse mesh (col. 2, lines 32-42; see mesh node motion encoding). Therefore, the base layer encoder 1 10 is producing mesh- 
node based motion vectors (col. 2, lines 32-42; see mesh node based motion vectors). 

Furthermore, mesh node modeling is a well known tool in the area of computer graphics (col. 2, lines 43-64). 

The Examiner is not relying on the Puri's base encoder 510, but, rather, the base encoder 110. Therefore, Applicants' arguments 
against Puri's base encoder 510 are deemed moot. 

Puri discloses a prior art base layer encoding step for receiving current images N-1 and N and a coarse mesh (Fig. 1B, 110; col. 2, 
lines 32-64). 

Moreover, Zakhor et al teaches a matching pursuit technique (Fig. 1 , 60) which can be applied during each encoding step to the 
error residual (50) image in view of the image information. 

Henceforth, further incorporating the base layer (110) to the enhancement layer (520) would produce generating from the difference 
between the current image and the reconstructed image, a new error residual image for refining the mesh (Mesh 1 from 110) towards a 
new mesh (Mesh 2 from 520) then taken as input for a further level, the information concerning the mesh distortion being contained in 
motion vector MV1 of the 1 10. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing the encoding method as taught by 
Puri et al to incorporate the matching pursuit technique as taught by the Zakhor et al as a most efficient way to improve the quality of a 
scalable encoding process. 
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
